Report of the Rector 


The Rector announced that Ms. Elizabeth Morey has been appointed Advisor to the 
Rector on the Status of Women, effective October 1, 1985. 


Report of the Vice-Rectors 


Dr. Whyte distributed BG-85-8-D61 and discussed the growth of the research grants and 
contracts during the last four years. 


Dr. Jér6me-Forget introduced her Executive Assistant, Ms. Carole Kleingrib, who was 
present in the audience. The Vice-Rector spoke briefly about her problems with the 
operating budget, 1985-86, and promised to report on it more fully in the near future. 


Prof. Martin referred to BG-85-8-D5O, -051 and -D52, (concerning the CCSL Report on 
the Role of Athletics) which have been distributed, and invited comments; the report will 
be discussed at greater length in subsequent meetings of the Board. Me Gervais asked that 
the Vice-Rector give assurance that the Board would see the final report and 
recommendations of CCSL before decisions are made. He had read the distributed 
documentation and felt that he would not agree with some recommendations of the 
Committee. 


Prof. Martin mentioned that he was satisfied that the remarks attributed to Mr. Hickey 
by the press had quoted him out of context. 


Mr. Judson stressed that it was important to understand that CUSA is not opposed to 
varsity sports - an opinion that might be fostered by some of the reports that have 
circulated on campus. 


The Vice-Rector reported the unfortunate death that occurred during the past week at the 
shuttle bus stop in front of the administrative building. The persons involved were not 
students of Concordia University and had not been at the students' beer bash taking place 
that evening on campus. He noted that beer is served from plastic cups, not bottles, at the 
beer bashes to avoid the possibility of broken bottles. 


A student, apparently deranged, recently jumped from a third storey window of Hingston 
Hall and seriously injured himself. The student was subsequently hospitalized. This 
year's registration went smoothly with some minor problems. The computer operation 


has been brought to a degree of efficiency where the delays and frustrations of former 
years no longer occur. The statistical results of registration are not yet complete.
